From London Consul-General Robert J. Wynne 
reports that, the president of the British Board of 
Trade states that the total value of exports of tin 
plate from the United Kingdom from 1904 to 1908 
was $103,623,669, the highest figure for one year being 
$24,737,509 in 1905. During the five years the value 
of exports to the United States was $20,455,530, and 
the value of tin plate exports from the United States 
to England was $9,295. 








A DAYLIGHT saving bill has been introduced into 
Congress by Representative Peters of Massachusetts. 
The measure provides for “four April small hours” 
and “four September long hours.’’ The plan is to 
shorten the hour between 2 and 3 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of each of the first four Sundays in April to forty 
minutes and to make the hour between 2 and 3 o’clock 


in the morning of each of the first four Sundays in. 


September consist of eighty minutes. The measure 
provides that the arrangement of time shall be known 
as universal time and shall not affect Greenwich time 
as used for the purpose of astronomy and navigation. 








BANKERS, railroad presidents, scientists, experts on 
reclamation of arid and swamp lands, deep water- 
ways; forestry, good roads and home-building, will 
have places on the programs in preparation for the 
National Irrigation Congress at its meeting in Spo- 
kane, Wash., on August 9 to 14. R. Insinger, man- 
ager of the Northwestern & Pacific Hypotheek Bank, 
who: is chairman of the Board of Control, says that 
there will be from 4,500 to 5,000 accredited delegates 
from various parts of the United States, and repre- 
entatives from Canada, Europe, the South Ameri- 
can republics, and China and Japan. It is expected 
also that President Taft and several members of his 
cabinet will be in attendance. 
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For THE first time in, perhaps, two decades, the 
steel mills of the Pittsburgh District were run full 
time on Decoration Day. The Carnegie 


ee Steel Co. and the American Steel & 
on rs . 
Encouraging, Wire Co., as well as other large con- 


cerns, sent out word that they would 
likely be compelled to ask no shut down for the holiday 
since they had received some pressing orders and were 
in sore need of finished material, and accordingly 
word was sent to workmen that it would be necessary 
that they work on May 31. As a result there was not 
a mill in the Pittsburg District permitted to cool on 
that day and the attendance at picnics was visibly de- 
creased. 

An official of the American Steel & Wire Co. is 
credited with having made the statement that there 
had not been a time in years when the store rooms of 
the concern were so empty. This in spite of the fact 
that three months ago the company was carrying the 
largest stock in history and fearing a great congestion, 
had placed some of the mills on half time. 

The Carnegie Steel Co. also reports no stock in the 
warehouses and that there must be much overtime 
work in order that the mills get even with the orders 
which have been allowed to pile up in the last six 
weeks. This company is said to have booked more 
orders within the last three months by 100 per cént 
than it booked during 1908, with the exception of or- 
ders for steel rails. If the activity continues, Pitts- 
burg will soon be back to the million-dollar-a-day pay 
roll. Train loads of immigrants are arriving in that 
city daily and they are being put to work as rapidly 
as they get there. It is admitted that it will take at 
least three months’ good running night and day by 
the Pittsburg mills to get rid of the orders now booked 
to say nothing of those expected in that time, since 
there has not been a time in years when orders were 
coming in so fast. The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion is operating to more than 75 per cent of its ca- 
pacity. The 25 per cent is represented by the remiss- 
ness of the railroads. When it is taken into considera- 
tion that the Steel Corporation alone has increased 
its capacity for producing iron more than 600,000 tons 
than it had in 1907, and other iron producers have in- 
creased their output by enlarging the size of furnaces, 
about 250,000 tons more, the 75 per cent of production 
means more than it did 18 months ago. 








FOREIGN manufacturers and merchants view with 
some surprise and mutch pleasure the indifference dis- 
played by their American competitors

immediately after periods of business 
depression, interest in the matter seems to be aroused 
only to die out as the condition of the home market 
improves. 

A writer in one of the leading magazines analyzes 
the subject from the standpoint of the American 
manufacturer and defends him from some of the 
charges commonly laid at his door. The home market 
has always proved to be the best and most important, 
and, as he says, “it was but natural that these young 
industries should seek business of ready closing and 
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which held out the greatest profits ever known before. 
In fact, the home markets, with their flattering, prices 
have been so seductive to the American manufacturer 
as to make him unmindful of the great prize that lies 
beyond in the foreign field.” 

The author of the article referred to believes the 
late business depression at last has aroused the Ameri- 
can manufacturer and fired him with a determination 
to occupy the foreign markets in competition with 
England, France and Germany. He also holds that 
trade has revived to a degree greater than is generally 
supposed, since the business of the country in 1908 
amounted to $1,752,833,267 as compared with 
$1,923,426,205 in the banner year, 1907, a decrease of 
only 10 per cent. According to these figures the 
country was not hit as hard as the people thought. 

Manufacturers of agricultural implements and some 
lines of machinery whose names are given in the 
article have been going after foreign business aggres- 
sively for many years. 

“When the period of stagnation struck the country 
in November, 1907,” the writer says, “the marked ad- 
vances accruing to them was at once noticeable, since 
it happened to be the writer’s privilege to pass by their 
establishments and find that every building, in the 
early November twilight, was lit up from cellar to 
garret and the hum of machinery ‘sounded good to 
me.’ There had been no cut in the working hours for 
these shops; they were running on foreign orders, 
some of which were perhaps six months old; and this, 
by the way, points out a serious form of criticism 
that we have had to endure, namely, that the foreigner 
in many instances was kept waiting so long that some- 
times, in sheer desperation, he would cancel his order.” 

The writer urges the American manufacturer to 
reply promptly to answers to advertisements and to 
follow them up and not allow letters to lie around 
three months before translating them. “Let him feel 
that you are anxious for his business,” he suggests, 
“and you will get back a prompt and very courteous 
reply.” 

Persistence and patience are needed for the develop- 
ment of foreign trade. As the writer puts it, “a manu- 
facturer just beginning to go after foreign business 
must not expect a few jerks of the rope to produce 
results ; it must be a long, steady and continuous pull, 
making an advertising campaign of from three to five 

years, to be followed up by personal solicitation by 
men who can speak the language.”

Joun D. RocKEFELLER’s recently published book, 
“Random Reminiscences of Men and Events,” im- 
presses one with the idea that the “rich- 
Rockefeller + man in the world” is singularly mod- 
Human in ; : 
Print. est and unassuming and very much like 
ordinary, everyday men. Here is a man 
who began as a poor boy. By his brain and enterprise 
he built up the most stupendous fortune in history. 
One might expect a man of such marvelous achieve- 
ments to be different from other men. One might 
expect this Napoleon of business to dazzle by scintil- 
lant and epigrammatic utterance or by the novelty of 
his ideas. But no. We find only the homely wisdom 
and homely phrase of a very human man. 
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Manifestly Mr. Rockefeller is of the “garden 
variety” of humanity. There are no frills about him. 
He was a plain’ man to begin with and he has not 
outgrown it. His head seems to have remained the 
same size while his fortune expanded. His common 
sense leavens everything he writes. 

Here are some of Mr. Rockefeller’s sayings, se- 
lected not as samples of his wisdom, but as illustra- 
tions of the everyday character of the man. Some of 
them would not be worth repeating if uttered by any 
one else. But coming from “the only billionaire in 
history,” they have the quality of unexpectedness : 


I know of nothing more despicable and pathetic than a 
man who devotes all the waking hours of the day to making 
money for money’s sake. 

It is by no means for money alone that business men 
labor—they are engaged in a fascinating occupation. The 
zest of the work is maintained by something better than the 
mere accumulation of money. 

If a man has succeeded, he has brought upon himself 
corresponding responsibilities, and our institutions devoted 
to helping men to help themselves need the brain of the 
American business man as well as part of his money. 

It is a mistake to assume that the possession of money 
in great abundance necessarily brings happiness. The very 
rich are just like all the rest of us; and if they get pleasure 
from the possession of money, it comes from their ability to 
do things which give satisfaction to some one besides them- 
selves. 

The mere expenditure of money for things, so I am 
told by those who profess to know, soon palls upon one. 
The novelty of being able to purchase anything one wants 
soon passes, because what people most seek cannot be bought. 
with money. . 

These rich men we read about in the newspapers can- 
not get personal returns beyond a well-defined limit for their 
expenditure, They cannot gratify the pleasures of the palate 
beyond very moderate bounds, since they cannot purchase 
a good digestion; they cannot lavish money on fine raiment 
without suffering from public ridicule; and in their homes 
they cannot go much beyond the comforts of the less wealthy 
without involving them in more pain than pleasure. 

It would be the narrowest sort of view to take, and I 
think the meanest, to consider that good works consist chiefly 
in the outright giving of money. 

It may be urged that the daily vocation of life is one 
thing and the work of philanthropy quite another. I have 
no sympathy with this notion. The man who plans to do 
all his giving on Sunday is a poor prop for the institutions 
of the country. 

Mr. Rockefeller believes that the best charity is in 
helping people to help themselves. 

“The best philanthropy,” he says, “the help that 
nourishes civilization at its root, that most widely dis- 
seminates health, righteousness and happiness, is not 
what is usually called charity. It is, in my judg- 
ment, the investment of effort or time or money, care- 
fully considered with relation to the power of em- 
ploying people at a remunerative wage, to expand and 
develop the resources at hand, and to give oppor- 
tunity for progress and healthful labor where it did 
not exist before. No mere money giving is compar- 
able to this in its lasting and beneficial results.” 

And in the end this man who has given away mil- 
lions modestly concedes the palm for generosity and 
genuine charity to those who have no money to give. 

“Probably the most generous people in the world,” 
he declares, “are the very poor who assume each 
other’s burdens in the crises which come so often to 
the hard-pressed. This sort of genuine service makes 
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the most princely gift from superabundance look in- 
significant indeed.”

Honestly, if you looked through the 
Bible from Genesis to Revelation I do not think you 
could find truer sentiment than is herein given. 
* * * 
“If the origin of the greatest troubles, the most dis- 
agreeable episodes, the most deep-seated and long- 
continued animosities in every town, village or com- 
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munity were traced, it would be found in perhaps the 
majority of cases that light words, idle gossip, harsh 
wit and satirical speeches were the cause of more 
unhappiness and more hatred than all other causes put 
together. If it were considered how great is the in- 
jury done by evil speaking, malicious tattling and silly 
gossip, all but the hopelessly malignant would exer- 
cise the greatest care over their speech which relates 
to the good names of others. Thinking lightly, one 
might suppose that ill deeds would reach further and 
strike deeper than ill words. But it is not so. An ill 
deed may only scratch the skin while ill words sink 
their barbs to the very heart. The light and idle word 
has embittered more lives; -wrecked more homes and 
excited more angry passions than has the bullet, and is 
constantly the cause of the greatest heart-burning, 
trouble, distress and despair to those innocent of 
wrongdoing or wrong intefit. Jealousy, envy, malice 
are willful murderers. -But the light word, spoken 
without thought or evil intent is a deadly blunderer 
that often strikes deeply and fatally in the back of a 
trusting friend. It is egotism and selfishness of the 
basest sort which causes us to be impatient and vin- 
dictive at seeing anyone else attain deserved success or 
a well-won joy. The ‘jealous-leer-malign’ is the in- 
strument that littleness and vanity use in easing their 
own chagrin and disappointment. In all the wise and 
witty maxims of La Rochefoucault, none perhaps 
shows deeper insight imto imperfect human nature 
than this: ‘In the adversity of our best friends we 
often find something that-is. not exactly displeasing.’ 
So cynical is the thought-that the author himself sup- 
pressed the maxim in thé third edition of his book. 
Yet how conservatively true it is! There is nothing 
more detestable than deliberate slander that springs 
from envy and malice. Yet, because it so often over- 
reaches and because it usually bears an unmistakable 
brand upon its face, it does less harm than does mere 
carelessness of speaking that good nature lends wings. 
Impertinence and curiosity, an itch of talking and 
meddling in the affairs of others, a desire not to seem 
ignorant of what is going on among other people, con- 
tinually impel the idle and thoughtless to let slip from 
their tongues poisoned words that their own judgment 
would not sanction were it consulted. Shallowness 
and spitefulness are incapable of estimating the injury 
that slander can do. They know not the inestimable 
value of a good reputation, nor how delicate a thing it 
is and how easily injured. Gossiping and the habit 
of detraction come largely from the desire to talk 
when the mind is empty, and the persons and things 
with which shallow persons are the best acquainted 
are neighbors and their doings. But such gossip, 
like the malicious kind, is usually recognizable at 
once, and thus loses its fangs. It is the man or wom- 
an of standing and who ordinarily speaks carefuily, 
but now and then inadvertently drops an unkindly or 
careless word of another, who does most harm, for his 
utterance is taken as unquestioned fact. It is he who 
has character and reputation of his own who should 
be most careful how he speaks of others.”

SMALL.” 


(This address was delivered by George W. Hub- 
bard of Geo. W. Hubbard & Son, Flint, Mich., on 
May 26, 1909, at the tenth annual convention of the 
National Retail Hardware Association held at Mii- 
waukee, Wis.) 


I accepted the invitation to meet with the present workers 
of the National Retail Hardware Association in much the 
same spirit as one returns to his native place after a long 
absence. To make such a beginning understood to the new 
members I must explain I was one of the midwives when 
the organization had birth, helped at the christening, and now 
point with fatherly pride, and I might add, National, to your 
splendid manhood. You were not born with a silver spoon 
in your mouth, nor has your pathway been strewn with roses: 
you were not an endowed institution, but worked for all you 
got and have saved your earnings. You were capitalized 
with honest intentions; your best fortune came through sat- 
isfactory selection of officers whose intelligence and untiring 
efforts have accomplished results—united interests once scat- 
tered which were without form and void. But now when the 
Secretary of Wisconsin or any other state touches the “Argos 
Button” interested ears all over this great country are placed 
near the ground to catch the answer. You have proved your 
right to exist and made it possible for every hardware mer- 
chant in the country to reap profits. 

There is nothing new under the sun, so you need expect 
from my subject, “One-twelfth Gross of Ideas—Assorted 
Small,” only new prescriptions for old complaints. They may 
possibly relieve tension in the strained places and make the 
collar fit smoother on the old callouses or new sores. They 
will be suggestions rather than wearying arguments; hence 
rest from thought. You can sleep through the reading with 
more profit than you can gain by keeping awake. 

OVERWORK, 

My first prescription is for an almost incurable disease 
called “overwork.” Some people pass through life without a 
pang of it. Ordinarily it is an inherited trouble and can be 
traced to poverty, pride or ambition. We all want to get on 
in life and we start out in business trying to beat that old 
enemy “overhead expense” by sacrificing our best days and 
strength, doing with our own hands thousands of things we 
could profitably delegate to cheaper workers. Strong backs 
are good but strong heads are better. The captain of a ves- 
sel does not “swab” decks; the president of a bank does not 
“sweep out;” but many of us through force of habit and lack 
of thought continue “swabbing” and “sweeping.” It seems 
harder to break the habit than do the work. The day has 
come when that condition cannot continue. There is so much 
more to do on account of the narrow margins of profit and 
the necessity of reaching greater volume that other shoulders 
must stand the strain of increased responsibilities. Most of 
us are slow in appreciating the rapid increase in population, 
or the possibilities of increasing the volume of our business. 
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While we are developing a larger business it is within our 
possibilities to develop greater capabilities in our clerks. 
More “runt” salesmen have been developed by “runt” proprie- 
tors trying to do all the work than from all other causes 
combined. It is émbarrassing to see ourselves as others see 
us, but if we do balk at holding up this mirror we have 
friends who will do it for us; the world is sure to see the 
picture. ; 

Write a new business creed based on modern ideas of 
system. It will save your brain and back, lessen the hours 
of work, and increase the hours of rest. There will be a 
different atmosphere in two places—in your home and in the 
store; wife and children will no more be the dumping ground 
of your imaginary discouragements, and your employes di- 
vorced from similar annoyances. True, none of them are 
intended on your part but are natural products of an over- 
worked brain and an overworked body. 

DESIDERATA OF A HARDWARE BUSINESS. 


There are two important things usually lacking in a re- 
tail hardware store—well paid clerks and well assigned duties. 
There is today a wider difference in the cost price of strong 
brains and strong backs than ever before, and the wise man- 
ager is the one alert in discovering and advancing the inter- 
ested and intelligent employe. Nothing puts more ginger into 
a lagging lot of salesmen than picking up a bright one in the 
rear and passing him over indifferent heads who have sup- 
posed themselves to be safely intrenched in front. I am as- 
suming that this is all done fairly and is well deserved. 


WELL ASSIGNED DUTIES. 


Demand for efficient and classy clerks has outgrown the 
supply. I mean the old-fashioned working clerk with new- 
fashioned alertness. Perfect organization is far more difficult 
to obtain in a small business than in a large one. The large 
one must have it down to perfection, but if gone at with that 
determination in view, the small one, or the retailer, can ap- 
proximate the same result. Among the essentials necessary 
to attain this end the division of duties must be clearly de- 
fined. To bring this about monthly or semi-monthly meet- 
ings for half an hour must be held by proprietors and clerks. 
For that time they must be on equal footing, helpful sugges- 
tions invited, and if possible, adopted. Frequently these come 
from minor clerks. Altogether you thresh out in the open 
and dispose of many simple things that if not explained in this 
way might grow into grievances. An imaginary grievance is 
an industrious germ that may hathch out troubles. These 
meetings are frequently a surprise party in that some of the 
better suggestions come from a young clerk low down on the 
salary list, one who is giving evidence of an approaching 
raise, and it is another tip to the proprietor to keep an eye 
on that chap before his merits are recognized by some com- 
petitor. Summed ‘up, I believe we must rely upon our own 
kindergarten for our best clerks, atid their efficiency depends 
much on our ability both to hold them to our bosoms and yet 
keep them at arm’s length. There is something in business 
besides profit gotten by grinding day and night to the exclu- 
sion of rational pleasure, little of which many of us have 
enjoyed in the past, or will until we have thrown the fetters 
off our own limbs and placed the responsibilities on the shoul- 
ders of others. 

ORGANIZING CLERKS, 

The average retailer's volume of business has been so 
limited, his clerks so few, that he has been doing too much 
with his own hands. It has cost him loss of profit and made 
life a drudgery. I look back upon a forty-five year history 
of blunders and am now slowly awakening to enjoy the ad- 
vantages reached by placing each man in a niche into which 
he fits. Owing to the simplicity of the situation I wonder 
that it did not appeal to me earlier in life. Clerks, like part- 
ners, have to be first, second and third in responsibilities. 
Put your best clerk nearest the front door latch and keep 
him there. Do not let the matter of price interfere with the 
success of your new plan. See that he is one that can com- 
mand the confidence of the public and the respect of the other 
clerks. Have him stay where you have placed him and de- 
mand that he shall not sweep out or wheel freight, but that 
he sees it is done by others and done right. He must be good 
enough wher you age absent to adjust such matters as war- 
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rants, etc., with admirable policy, in fact he must be broad 
enough to preside at a Hague Peace Conference, able satis- 
factorily to arbitrate and settle minor difficulties that occur 
among the clerks under him or with customers. Passing 
from him to the other clerks, and I am thinking of a business 
employing half a dozen or more, where the business is now 
good and getting better, each must be assigned to his posi- 
tion and taught not to breed confusion by jumping over an- 
other and getting out of his own jurisdiction. 
Your monthly and semi-monthly meetings with your help, 
referred to in the earlier part of my talk, will make you fa- 
miliar with the individual strength and weakness of your 
clerks, and in time, and only through time, will you master 
the situation and eliminate 2 vast amount of friction so com- 
mon in the ordinary retail hardware store. This may sound 
to you theoretical because of the difficulty in securing inter- 
ested help. Make your own help if you cannot find the fin- 
ished article; manufacture it from the best raw material avail- 
able. The best recruiting office which I have found has been 
my barn from which came some bright country boys. Not 
one‘in ten proved good enough to warrant advancing from 
the barn to the store, but when I did find one that milked 
the cow dry and yearned for more chores to do and did them 
well, he was picked up and advanced to the dignity of a clerk. 
Not less than eight boys rescued from that humble beginning 
are today successful hardware merchants in the State of 
Michigan. It carries out an old theory that I have had for 
years. You have occasionally got to get a little cross-breed- 
ing through the good country-raised boy to build up the qual- 
ity of our city degenerates. 
PARTNERSHIP QUARRELS. > 


If trouble ever arises in partnerships in any kind of busi- 
ness in any part of the country I venture to say nineteen times 
out of twenty it is traceable to one cause and one only. If I 
make it clear to you, and you never before thought of it in 
the light presented, you will wonder why you have not. There 
is only one real manager in any partnership whether that 
co-partnership consists of two or a dozen men. He is the 
one the firm has selected: as the financier. He is the captain 
of the company and all the rest are either lieutenants, cor- 
porals or privates. He is the boiler, the others are the steam 
gauge, water glass and valvest-they are simply accessories. 
Over-buying by the fleor partner without consulting the finan- 
cial partner and learning from him the condition of the firm’s 
finances, is the very beginning of partnership friction. No 
success is ever attained when any floor partner says of the 
office partner, “If he will attend to his business I will to 
mine.” There is no time in the history of a partnership 
when that doctrine is not absolutely dangerous and foolish, 
while it is true all are equal partners and share equally in 
the profits and dignity of the concern in the eyes of the public. 

To avoid trouble and always do business on “Easy street,” 
work under your natural leader, work with a willing, helpful 
heart, for otherwise there will be brought on night sweats, 
nervous prostration and suicide. Floor partners, don’t go 
home and tell Mary that the office partner doesn’t work as 
hard as you do, for that is false, providing he is doing his 
full duty. You will sleep well and grow fat while over-buy- 
ing from an agent who has jollied you,” when the financial 
partner has worried and grown thin ttying to borrow from a 
banker who cannot be jollied. Summed up, recognize by -con- 
stant consultations with your financial partner the importance 
of his work, the necessity of not marching in advance of him, 
and stop adding to the firm’s liabilities when he sounds the 
warning which he should do at a time when he cannot dis- 
count every bill maturing. I repeat, nineteen out of twenty 
differences that occur between partners arise from the one 
cause—not placing one man at the head and then not rec- 
ognizing that head. It is not humiliating to do it and it is 
often humiliating when it is not done. 


CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION, 


I am not, and never have been, in accord with the ma- 
jority of merchants on this subject. All classes of them from 
the shoe string vendor to the big silk merchant, including 
the hardware merchants of the United States, have lived 
through a “reign of terror” on account of this modern com- 
petition, which is just as legitimate a business as our own, 
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and if they make it succeed along their chosen lines better 
than we make our business succeed along our chosen lines, 
I am ready to take my hat off to them and say they have 
more right to prosper than I have. Aside from this one 
yellow streak in you gentlemen, I challenge this world to 
equal you in courage and wisdom. I will not admit what 
much of the hardware literature confesses, that I am afraid 
of catalogue houses and cannot successfully meet them in an 
open fight. I would see that the laws were not made 
more favorable to them than to myself, and so far I am 
with you, but I would not ask the government to discriminate 
against them and would be exceedingly careful that the pub- 
lic did not get the impression that my efforts in this direc- 
tion were imperilig their interests. In short, I believe in 
a still hunt, and while I would turn a trick neatly on a com- 
petitor every time I had a chance, I would not do it by the 
aid of either brass bands or legislation. 

Merchants weaken themselves and advertise the catalogue 
houses by discussing them over their counters or with their 
customers who, they believe, have been buying away from 
home. All reference to them advertises the catalogue houses 
and it is exactly what they want done. Articles are written 
by individuals and published in trade papers; we openly dis- 
cuss them in our meetings, and the catalogue houses get hold 
of those papers and discussions, shrewdly repeat and fur- 
nish the public with our sayings and doings, and I ask, what 
better ammunition could we furnish our enemies’ guns? The 
still hunt will win against the hurrah boy parade in any kind 
of business. I would do business first and explain after- 
wards. You never saw a well-fed lot of stock wandering 
away to feed at a neighbor’s farm, but you have heard and 
seen lean and skinny ones rooting under the neighbors’ gates 
and breaking over fences to get at food. The point is this: 
Keep such a, supply of merchandise in your own store and so 
priced that you can safely appeal to the intelligence of your 
customers and show them that they cannot afford to go away 
from you, for you have the quantity and the quality and the 
price. With that condition existing I doubt if many of them 
will go or want to go. I have heard more good men say 
that they would rather leave their money in their own home 
town than I ever heard say they were spending their money 
in Chicago or other points. I believe it is up to us to meet 
this competition with full stocks, reasonable prices, and cor- 
dial greeting on the part of ourselves and our clerks. The 
managers of catalogue houses are flesh of our flesh and bone 
of our bone, and there is nothing in the conditions surround- 
ing their business life, and the conditions surround- 
ing our business life that prevents our making our several 
places of business as attractive to our trade, backed by our 
personal acquaintance with our customers and their personal 
acquaintance with us, or that leads me to believe that they 
possess any natura! advantages over us unless I am ready to 
admit, which I am not, that they are better business men 
than I am. The public is being educated apace with our- 
selves and it is possible that conditions do not obtain now 
that did two, three or five years ago. This is especially true 
of farmers who now enjoy telephones, electric cars, maga- 
zines, newspapers and schools, with more time to enjoy and 
be benefited by them than formerly, and I might add that 
they have more time for such enjoyment than we have; they 
are well past the “gold brick” period, and the catalogue 
house and other strangers to them have to hand out “gold 
bricks’”’ to our farmer friénds with greater caution today 
than. ever, as the situation is much better understood by the 
average man not in trade. 

Hobson went practically alone to sink a boat in the path- 
way of an enemy. Today I am your Hobson and possibly 
my reward will be like his—only the kisses and admiration of 
the fair sex, for I expect no kisses from you, I have been 
too outspoken for popularity. 

BUILDING UP A CREDIT. 

Every one of us is striving to buy goods cheaply, cheaper 
than our competitors if possible. There is just one simple 
direct road that will accomplish this result+beat the other 
fellows in paying promptly and getting the larger discount 
on every bill. Make it so manifest in Dun and Bradstreet 
that every manufacturer and jobber will want your business 
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and give you the price. There are several voluntary con- 
tributions the wise man makes that the unwise refuses to 
make in this matter of rating. One is a mistake in refusing 
a financial statement to commercial agencies, such as Dun 
and Bradstreet. This refusal arouses a suspicion and you 
can easily have an injustice done you. 

Another is the reputation you establish with the manu- 
facturer and jobber in adjusting differences such as short- 
ages, breakages, warrants, etc. They will not believe a word 
you say if you do not occasionally find something over or 
under priced, or you have failed to report a footing or an 
extension that favored you. You do not hear them say that 
you are not honest but they know you are not, and they 
raise your credit spelled with a “z.” We are judged by our 
letters; we do not have to go through a correspondence 
school to learn truth and courtesy. When you are writing 
or dictating a letter remember that those you buy from never 
saw you or ever will, and all they know is. what they can 
judge from hearsay and as you make yourself appear in your 
letters. Herein lies an opportunity for making a good or bad 
impression, in fact it is almost your only way. A majority 
of the office men who read our letters are so accustomed to 
that work that they become experts and can read between the 
lines and can tell before we have finished whether we are 
telling them the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth. You may not spell well and you may lack in rhetoric 
but you can give exact facts in a pleasant way and thereby 
help your credit. , 

There is another way of building up your credit which 
is not the least, although the last under this head. It is the 
impression you make on the traveling agent. Wise boys are 
they with eyes and ears in every part of their anatomy. They 
don’t expect that you will buy every time they call, but they 
do expect every time they call to find you with a good clean 
stock of both manners and merchandise, and if you are out of 
either their house will get the report sooner or later and 
that will have something to do with your credit and buying 
powers. I want to say just this one word for the average 
traveling man, and he certainly makes our commercial re- 
port with the house he represents. In those particular lines 
he brings to us he should be so thoroughly familiar with them 
that we can justly place him on the pedestal of instructor. 
He should know, and generally does, more about the line he 
represents than we have ever had an opportunity to learn. 
It pays us to put a large measure of confidence in the travel- 
ing men. They do not now, if they ever did, resort to trick- 
ery, for they know exactly the final result of such a course. 
While he is contributing to the upbuilding of our credit he is 
doing the same for himself. Our work is mutual, and what- 
ever benefits one does the other. 

OLD-FASHIONED FINANCIERING, 

I don’t care how good my bookkeeper is, or how ship- 
shape he or she gets off the monthly balance sheet, those 
sheets don’t contain just what I want to know quite often 
enough each month. I must know every Monday morning 
of every week in the year exactly how much we owe, to 
whom we owe it and when it is due. So every Saturday 
night I turn to the only part of the ledger that particularly 
interests my creditors and on a sheet of paper I set down 
every dollar of our indebtedness, foot it on the adding ma- 
chine, then take from that list all accounts to be paid during 
the coming week and learn that amount. I have now 
reached the point where real financiering begins. To the cash 
balance on hand I add the sales and collections for a week 
ahead conservatively estimated, and if these do not prove 
sufficient and money is to be borrowed, that amount I put in 
red ink. Red ink is only used when we must borrow, and it 
becomes a sign of distress, and appears just as few times each 
year as possible. It means hold up the buying, attend to the 
collections, get better hold of the finances. Running a business is 
like running an automobile or driving a horse—you can 
manage either one of them better if it does not get the start 
of you. A great deal more mismanagement can occur in the 
thirty days intervening between each monthly statement than 
between two consecutive Mondays, and the load is not likely 
to topple so much that you cannot push it back if you see 
it in time, so it doesn’t do any harm and may do much good 
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to sandwich in about four extemporaneous statements in the 
intervals between the regular ones. Under the head of old- 
fashioned financiering I have a suggestion especially helpful 
to a beginner, and not bad for old-timers. Have just one 
close confidential friend (besides ydur wife) and that is your 
banker. I have been on a bank board for years and learned 
that directors know but little about the financial condition 
of merchants on the street. Many theatrical companies have 
what they call “au angel” who knows all about their affairs 
and puts up enough backing to head off “tie counting” be- 
tween towns. It is wise to have an “angel” in business— 
let your banker be that one. Keep him wise to your true 
financial condition so that he can lead the discussion when 
your case is up for consideration before the credit commit- 
tee of the bank. You can always satisfy one man easier 
than you can half a dozen. You would rather have your 
law case tried before a fair judge than take the chances on a 
guessing jury’s verdict. Please couple these two thoughts— 
the home-made weekly statement and the banker “angel,” 
and you can, if you are honest and he intelligent, satisfac- 
torily reaiize all business demands. It will avoid open board 
discussions, sure to occur if every member of it does not 
know all about you, which knowledge is his right and duty 
to acquire. Directors are not always prudent, and needless 
suspicion may spring up and become troublesome unless the 
case is settled in advance. It is safer to take one man’s hand 
and slide over thin ice than have the assistance of half a 
dozen men. It pays every business man to have one “angel,” 
and keep him alive on a diet-of facts without’ any fiction 
trimmings. 7 
THE BUYER. 

Next in importance to the financier of ‘a business is the 

buyer for the house, and in good judgment he must be the 


.financier’s equal. He pitches the game‘and the financier is 


the catcher. They form the battery, and the final standing of 
the house is all up to them. Poor pitching is sacrificing qual- 
ity for price; over-buying to attain that end makes your stock 
dear when to the cost you add rent, interest, depreciation, etc. 
More bad playing results from changing standard lines with 
which your name has become identified, and for which your 
trade looks to you rather than for lines they know nothing 
about and labels they have never seen. If a code of signals 
between a pitcher and catcher in a ball game is valuable, some 
code should be established between your buyer and your 
financier for there is much more at issue and errors are more 
costly. 

I conclude by thanking the members of the National Re- 
tail Hardware Association and their friends who are present 
for the time they have given me in which to tell the old, old 
story, the telling of which has brought me pleasure even if 
it brings you no profit. In its writing I have wandered 


-through many fields of experience, pictured successes where 


I- know I have met. defeats. I. realize before-I hear your 
criticisms that I have not confined myself to lines especially 
adapted to National Association work, but my excuse is that 
the work is being better done by the young men now than 
we older ones were able. to do it in the beginning. The times 
have changed and you are in better touch with the times, but 
I wanted to come to:;your meeting, -I wanted, to see you all 
again, and your, reward will be in’the happiness it gives me 
to be with you.

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HARDWARE FOR BRAZIL. 





The majority of the letters received at the consulate 
in Santos are from Americans, either directly or in- 
directly interested in the manufacture or exportation 
of hardware and machinery, which indicates to Deputy 
Consul Dirk P. De Young that that branch of Ameri- 
can industry ‘is making an unusual effort to secure a 
reasonable share of that class of business in that part 


of Brazil. This Jeads him to write: 


“Many of the’-letters solicit suggestions for in- 


‘creasing an already ‘established trade and others are 
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seeking connections with reliable importers or spe- 
cial agents. This manifest interest in that particular 
branch of American export trade is perhaps due to 
the recent extensive improvements in this part of Bra- 
zil along lines requiring such materials and to the sur- 
plus at home. Regardless of the precise cause, how- 
ever, conditions are favorable for that line of Ameri- 
can trade, and from the statistics relating thereto it 
may be seen that the increase has been accordingly 
substantial. In fact, it is in this line only that Ameri- 
can imports to Santos have held their own. 

“It is generally conceded by the local hardware 
dealers that American hardware, when placed on the 
shelves beside a similar grade of European make, 
prices being equal, is quite superior and a more popu- 
lar article. The difference in price has always been 
the greatest obstacle the American exporters have 
had to overcome. In most cases the only way they 
can remove it is by talking superiority, which many 
American salesmen are doing with remarkable suc- 
cess. There are some cases in which American prices 
are lower even in a better grade, of which barbed wire 
is a leader and has the control of nearly all that busi- 
ness at present, as the unprinted statistics of 1908 will 
show. It is a very noticeable fact that the articles in 
which the greatest increase is shown are those that 
have met prices or have made such local connections 
as to convince the public of their superior qualities. 


“Articles, such as cutlery and sewing machines, in 
which the large gains have been made, are the most 
systematically worked. ‘The most obvious reason that 
all lines of American hardware have not done so well 
as the few lies in the fact that the manufacturers 
thereof do not incline to adjust themselves to local con- 
ditions. The representatives of European hardware 
interests are on the ground watching for every advan- 
tage. They not only send out experts who make a de- 
tailed study of the local habits, tastes, and peculiari- 
ties of these people, but they follow up their consign- 
ments by salesmen who speak Portuguese and adjust 
themselves to the local customs. Branch houses are 
also established where only their lines of goods are 
handled. In every instance where American goods 
have been so exploited they have met with decided 
success. The ‘superficial way some manufacturers 
have of writing to the American consulate asking 
some of the attaches thereof to locate an agency for 
them is as unproductive as it is unwise. 

“A specific case illustrating the wisdom of personal 
work, as above mentioned, was demonstrated in this 
consular district last year. A former American citizen 
who now resides in Brazil took the exclusive agency 
of a charcoal-burner flatiron of American make. Af- 
ter receiving the consignment he started a vigorous 
canvass that resulted in the sale of more than. 1,000 
in less than six months’ time in a territory where none 
of that make were ever sold before. He sold them at 
$5.40 each, in competition with others selling as low as 
$1.50. The difference in price was overcome ‘by dem- 
onstrating the superiority of his goods, which he did 
by the enthysiasm and force of his arguments. The 
net proceeds on the sales referred to amounted to 
about $3,000, which he considered to be good com- 
pensation for the time employed. Another gentleman

is doing equally as well with a line of American cash 
registers. 

“What these agents have done with American arti- 
cles is a matter of common occurrence among agents 
for foreign goods. They have used European tactics 
to sell American hardware, which by way of reciproc- 
ity ought not to be a serious infringement, inasmuch 
as the former are so successful in imitating American 
patterns. Manufacturers of the United States should 
therefore arrange special agencies or establish. branch 
houses where no inferior goods are sold. In conjunc- 
tion therewith competent specialty men should be sent 
out to study the social conditions, to suggest changes, 
and coach the jobbers in the finer points of the article. 
Only an organized and powerful campaign will se- 
cure results. 

“In view of the fact that 90 per cent of the letters 
addressed to this consulate are inquiries from Ameri- 
cans interested in hardware and machinery, all con- 
taining almost the same character of questions, a list 
of answers quite suitable to all are formulated below: 

“As many of the letters come to this consulate, and 
to local dealers as well, covered by only a 2-cent stamp, 
postage-due penalty of about 9 cents for every half 
ounce and fraction thereof is charged to the addressee, 
which in the case of the prospective customer is a bad 
impression to start with. Senders of 2-cent postage 
letters have been notified, and they usually send a let- 
ter of thanks for the information, in due time, covered 
only by a 2-cent stamp. The same error is usually 
made in sending out a lot of bulky advertising matter. 
If the prospective customer answered such letters or 

circulars, it would be only to give the senders thereof 
rasping admonition not to send any more of them. 

“Many of these letters and circulars sent out to the 
dealers here are answered by bona fide importers and 
dealers seeking terms and prices, and they never hear 
from them again. If the local buyer has been encour- 
aged so far as to answer circulars, he is interested, and 
it seems ill timed to then drop him. 

“Correspondence should be carried on so far as pos- 
sible in the Portuguese language, the language of the 
country, or in Spanish or French. Catalogues or cor- 
respondence in the English language addressed to Bra- 
zilian dealers with few exceptions go to the waste bas- 
ket without much ceremony. Use weights and meas- 
ures as used in this country—i. e., the metric system; 
also quote prices in the money of the country (1,000 
reis = 1 milreis= 30. cents). Concerning marking 
and packing, manufacturers should not ignore the 
Brazilian customs laws. Heavy fines are imposed 

upon the consignee for any irregularities therein. 
Shippers can familiarize themselves therewith at any 
of the Brazilian consulates located in the United 
States. All hardware should, if of such a nature that 
it is liable to rust, be packed in oil paper, so as to pre- 
serve it during transit. 

“One of the most important factors in securing this 
trade is liberal terms and long credits. 

“Prospects are good for all lines of hardware and 
machinery.”

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CORNICE WITH REDUCED MITER. 








BY G. L. GRAY. 
This drawing shows the elevation and section of a 
cornice with projection reduced, and the miters devel- 
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points in stretchout lines will give the pattern for full 
projection. This same method is used to develop pat- 
terns for crown, bed and foot, molds for any square 
return miters. The patterns for the reduced projec- 
tion as shown in elevation are gotten by the same 
method as just explained for full projection of section. 
The stretchout for reduced projection must be taken 
from reduced profile 4 of elevation, continuing as be- 
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oped from it, the cornice being reduced in the soffit as 
at A. 

To develop the miter for the full projection take 
the stretchout of full projection of section and place 
stretchout as shown on wall line and draw lines in- 
definitely from all spacings at right angles with wall 
line, which is the stretchout line. Next drop lines 
from all points in section to corresponding lines in 
stretchout. Drawing lines through the intersecting 





fore explained. The patterns for brackets are gotten 
by the same method. 

This section also shows the iron braces to stiffen 
cornice, marked for bolts at suitable parts of brace.

TREASON TO BUSINESS. 


“Ah, well! Things aren’t what they used to be 
around here! I can remember when I first went to 
work here—”’ 

This is one of those subtle expressions of discontent 
which are confined to no one period of life or of serv- 
ice. The young man who may have only a year’s 
perspective behind him may be as prone to the utter- 
ance as is the old man of half a century’s service with 
the house. 

3ut coming from young man or old, the observation 
is one of the most meaningful and significant that 
could be quoted. It is a danger signal to both the 
person uttering it and to the house against which it is 
uttered. Hundreds—thousands—of times a day lis- 
tening walls might overhear it. Dangerous as the 
observation may be to all concerned, the utterance 
continues that figurative most menacing edged tool 
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eyes shut. 

It requires a little dissection and study for the ordi- 
nary person to discover all that may lie in such a 
speech. 

One of the most sinister aspects of the thought 
nursed in the mind of the employe is that under no 
circumstances does the employe give vent to the ut- 
terance in the presence of the employer. Why? Sim- 
ply for the reason that discharge would be almost in- 
evitable. The speech is the embodiment, of treason 
and discontent. Hearing it, no employer could arrive 
at any other conclusion than that the period of useful 
service of the speaker is at an end. 

Perhaps no judge of men, new to the post of a 
general manager or head of an institution, expects 
other than the criticism that comes of comparisons. 
A week or a month in charge of men long accustomed 
to the supervision of another man, the new official 
could not take seriously some offhand remark over- 
heard as reflecting even on his management. 

It is this old, set phraseology of the employe with 
the growing, chronic grouch which is so full of mean- 
ing: “Things aren’t what they used to be around 
here!” 

To whom is this speech directed by the complain- 
ant? 

Just as it never is directed to the employer respon- 
sible for conditions, so it never is directed even at a 
fellow employe who shows indications of being satis- 
fied with his circumstances. Almost invariably the 
speaker chooses some person new to the place, with 
opinions of management in embryo; someone who for 
some reason he feels will not repeat his utterance to 
the employer; or to others of his own kind who are 
wholly out of touch and sympathy with their individual 
work and who have a morbid satisfaction in exchang- 
ing commiserating remarks on the new conditions. 

It is inescapable that such utterances must increase 
the discontent of the person making them. With in- 
creasing discontent, the utterances must become more 
frequent and less guarded. Especially is the new 
employe, who may be active and optimistic at his op- 
portunity, a victim of this treason of the morbid critic. 
To the extent that he escapes its influence, he must 
court the enmity and disapproval of the speaker; to 
the extent that he is swayed by such opinions he is 
disqualified for his work. 

In the first place, the common ground of criticism 
brings the carpers together. They have a literal and 
figurative community interest. If they are intolerant, 
first against the management, later they become in- 
tolerant of those fellow workers who do not share 
their intolerance. Especially in those circumstances 
where a house is under a new management only be- 
cause the old management was inefficient, this disaf- 
fection of the older employes must be widespread be- 
cause of changes considered necessary in executive 
heads. The result must be that of a house divided 
against itself. 

But no matter how few the numbers of these rem- 
iniscent critics, harking back to times that were dif- 
ferent, their influences are doubly baleful. No man 
nursing such feeling can be an efficient worker. He 





which the unthinking brandish about them with their 





knows he is doing less than his employer is expecting 
of him. If through machine-like duties he is accom- 
plishing literally as much as ever he did, his absence 
of loyalty is a literal handicap. In accepting his salary 
his action must imply certain fealty to his employer, 
when, as a matter of fact, the employe is giving only 
treason for value received. 

Talking the other day with the head of one of the 
greatest business houses in America, this wise man, 
gray from his years of experience as a manager of 
men, told me that he had suffered criticism several 
times because of individual cases in which as the only 
alternative he had broken a custom of the establish- 
ment and discharged a white-haired employe. 

“No man growing gray in the service of this house 
ever was or ever will be let go if we can keep him,” 
said this man. “But there are men occasionally whom 
it is impossible to keep longer in an establishment. 


“In the case of this business there has been no 
change of management for so many years that it is 
only an elderly employe who can make invidious com- 
parison on the score of management. But in the 
last twenty-five years business methods have been 
overturned completely in many lines. It is against 
innovations that the old men often rail. Counting on 
long service, some of these men become such impos- 
sible ‘grouches’ that no human toleration is sufficient 
to save them from business annihilation.” 


It might be taken for granted on the part of the 
organizer that he expects to give his old employe the 
privilege of retrospection. Living in retrospect is a 
significant sign of active decay, but age without some 
retrospection is impossible. 


But when is this retrospection the beginning of a 
crippling influence? Where should the inquiry appeal 
more strongly than to that individual likely to suffer 
by it? 

You, as an employe—as most men in one way or 
another are employes of life—should find yourself in 
this matter! If you are out of sympathy with your 
condition in the working world, what is the matter? 
Is the trouble in your environment, or is the trouble 
within yourself? Were those old times better in real- 
ity or only in the retrospect? Have you been keeping 
pace with the times? You can not go back into the 
past and earn bread and butter. If you cannot hope 
to convince your employer that he is wrong, either 
you must line up with him honestly—or quit. 

What is the matter between you and your job? You 
can not discover the real trouble too soon. You can 
not apply the remedy too quickly.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


Further slight improvement was shown in the hard- 
ware trade during the past week. There is a mod- 
erate increase in the demand and much better inquiry. 
The buying of wire and wire products is unusually 
heavy and is naturally stimulating the whole market. 
The recent advance in wire prices checked buying only 
momentarily, the latter becoming constantly more 
active. This improvement in the wire market has had 
the effect of hardening prices all through the list. The 
next line to show the most activity is builders’ hard- 
ware. A large amount of construction work has 
caused a very active demand for tool and other hard- 
ware used by builders. There is also a quite satisfac- 
tory call for certain lines of seasonable goods. Stocks 
held by retailers are not large and will require re- 
plenishing shortly. Accordingly, the outlook for 
manufacturers is improved. The demand for wire 
nails still keeps up. Buying of cut nails has further 
decreased and the volume of current business is small. 
There is a fairly active demand for barb wire, al- 
though it is smaller than a few weeks ago when prices 
were reduced. Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 
cents. , 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $1.98, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 


TIN PLATE. 


Orders for tin plate are being placed liberally and 
the market is fairly active. The leading interest is 
operating 202 of its mills, and the independents are 
operating to about 85 per cent of capacity. Next year 
there will be a remarkable increase in the output of 
tin plate.. The Jones & Laughlin plant of 30 mills, 
McKeesport Tin Plate Co., 10 mills; The Phillips 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co., eight mills; the Deforest Co.., 
eight mills, and several other plants, will all be com- 
pleted and competing for business. For 100-lb. I. C. 
coke plates, the price is $3.45 Pittsburg, subject to a 
rebate of 5 cents per box on large orders.

SHEETS. 

The demand for sheets remains about the same as it 
has been for the past two months and the production: 
has increased slightly. Sales of sheets have been made 
at $2.20 and galvanized at $3.20. On attractive busi- 
ness there has been shading of $1 a ton. Corrugated 
roofing is being shaded $2 a ton, quotations being $1.55 
a square on painted and $2.80 a square on galvanized. 
The American Sheet and Tin Plate Co. is operating 63 
per cent of capacity. 


COPPER. 

There has been a great deal of good speculative 
activity in the copper market lately, both here and 
abroad, and the result has been to give the appearance 
of a boom without, however, the backing of a real 
consumptive demand, The London market has shown 
especial activity, though the net advance in quotations 
for the week has been only 5s on spot and 8s gd on 
futures. 

There seems to be a general opinion that the report 
of the Copper Producers’ Association, to be issued next 
week, will show a substantial reduction in the amount 
of copper on hand. Consumers have been buying 
quite freely, these operations being stimulated by the 
advancing market. The salient feature of the situa- 
tion seems to be that the production of copper in this 
country is still far in excess of consumption, but the 
latter is constantly expanding. The larger producers 
are refusing to accept business for delivery after July 
I at the prices ruling today. 

It is Claimed that there is a very heavy demand for 
copper from members of the New York and Boston 
stock exchanges, possibly influenced by the circular of 
a well known stock exchange house whose circular 
has been advising purchases of copper rather than 
copper shares. Same of these purchases have been 
made for export stocks of copper, and this opens up 
an interesting question as to whether it will lead to 
the reimportation of copper previously exported. 

Attention is called to the fact that such speculative 
buying is misleading and tends to unsettle the calcu- 
lations of both buyers and sellers. Such copper is 
likely to come on the market again, whenever the sell- 
ing prices give an opportunity for even a very modest 
profit, and therefore neither the consumer nor the pro- 
ducer will derive any benefit beyond the marketing 
of a moderate amount of copper on a basis purely 
fictitious and below the actual value. 

The price of sheet copper has been advanced to 17¢ 
base at the mill for large lots. Small lots are still 
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selling in this market in a jobbing way at 18c base. 
All sizes of copper wire are steady at 14%c base. 
Prices on seamless brass pipe are steady at 18c lb. for 
¥% to 3-inch inclusive.

PIG IRON. 

The market for foundry iron is a little more quict, 
the bulk of the trading outside of New England being 
in steel-making iron. The users of the foundry grades 
seem to have supplied their most pressing needs for 
the present, though they are still showing a great deal 
of interest in contracts for delivery in the last half of 
the year. The furnace men, however, are not eager 
to make large contracts for delivery so far ahead, as 
there is evidently a very strong belief that prices will 
be higher before the year is over. 

In the matter of prices, however, there has been no 
recession. The sellers are as firm in their ideas as 
previously reported, and are holding firmly all the 
advantage in the way of values that they have gained 
lately. Both the northern and the southern furnaces 
are now in a very strong position, and are under no 
necessity to break prices to get new business. 

In the Alabama field most of the furnaces are hold- 
ing their product firmly at $12 per ton, though a par- 
ticularly attractive order could undoubtedly be placed 
at $11.50 ton. Some good inquiries are still in the 
market, but there is less doing than has lately been the 
case. Virginia iron is steady at the prices recently es- 
tablished, the current quotation being $14@14.50 ton, 
f. 0. b. Roanoke. There is no change to note in Penn- 
sylvania iron. 

As previously noted, the bulk of the recent transac- 
tions have been made in basic iron, which has been 
moving very freely, the total sales:for the past three 
weeks having been well up to 140,000 tons, all placed 
with the eastern Pennsylvania furnaces. During the 
past week the sales of basic iron have aggregated 
50,000 tons. For the month of May the contracts for 
pig iron placed in the territory east of the Allegheny 
mountains have been in the neighborhood of 300,000 
tons. The bulk of the basic business was placed at $15 
ton delivered, but lately the selling price has been 
gradually advancing, the closing being firm at $15.50

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“There is the same firm tone, perhaps a little stronger, 
without any actual change in prices. Reports from the East 
seem to show that there is more business being done than in 
the West, the recent buying movement in this locality now be- 
ing strongly felt in the Eastern, New York and Pittsburg 
districts. 

“The month of May was remarkable in many ways for 
the large volume of iron and steel business transacted. The 
record in many lines is not only the best so far this year, but 
in some instances has never before been equaled. 

“The railroads placed a good.tonnage during the month 
and so started the way for what is hoped will be a continu- 
ance of activity of manufacturers in these lines. It is re- 
ported that there is a better feeling and prospects for the rail 
mills than at any time within the last two years. It is under- 
stood that orders for steel rails placed during the month of 
May aggregate about 300,000 tons. All kinds of fabricated and 
structural steel have felt the impetus and results have accord- 
ingly been satisfactory. 

“All of this has had an encouraging effect upon the pig 
iron market, and without any marked change it can be said 
that the situation is stronger all along the line. Offers in 
many instances at 25c under figures at which furnaces are 
holding, which might have been acceptable a few weeks ago, 
are now promptly refused. 

“It appears that consumption is proceeding well on the 
up-grade, but recovery is slower than most people suppose 
although none the less sure. It is believed that June will 
show a decided increase in operations in both general foundry 
melt and among the larger concerns. 

“Coke is following the same rule as recently; somewhat 
more active with larger output and somewhat heavier ship- 
ments. In the Connellsville district alone the last report 
shows a substantial increase in output as well as increase in 
shipments, the latter some 30,000 tons alone from the Con- 
nellsville field, in advance of the previous week. Prices are 
without change.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cinciemets, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“There is no question but that the general feeling in the 
trade this week shows a distinct improvement. We find 
among all branches of consumers a decidedly more hopeful 
feeling, and this comes not from any mere sentimental reason 
but from the fact that they are actually busier. They are 
having more and more work to do; they are getting more 
and more actual orders, and of course they look forward 
with more confidence than was the case two or three 
months ago. 

“As far as pig iron sales are concerned, the week has 
not been productive of anything particularly noticeable gut 
this does not mean that nothing has been doing. There have 
been some very good purchases of Basic. Some Malleable 
concerns have bought, and foundry iron has been mainly in 
small scattered lots for prompt shipment. There is a pretty 
steady inquiry, however, and a first-rate business day by day, 
so that in the long run the tonnage is of fine volume April 
of course was a ‘corking’ good month, and May turned out 
very much better than was expected. June and July ordinar- 
ily are dull months—usually the very quietest of the year— 
but it will not be surprising if June turns out to be a pleasant 
surprise.
